Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services.  In  this  capacity,  Ms. 
Nathan  has  lead  responsibility  for  monitoring  $90  million  in 
multi-year  contracts  over  a  five-state  region  which  includes 
Massachusetts. 

Ms.  Nathan  began  her  career  in  federal  and  state  government 
after  earning  a  Masters  of  Science  in  Health  Policy  and 
Management  from  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health  in  1983. 
She  received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  from  Florida 
International  University  after  completing  her  studies  at  St. 
Elizabeth  School,  of  Nursing  in  Youngstown,  Ohio. 

As  a  registered  nurse,  Ms.  Nathan  specialized  in  obstetrics.  She 
also  served  as  a  faculty  member  at  Ahmadu  Bello  University  in 
Zaria,  Nigeria,  and  at  Jackson  Memorial  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  in  Miami,  Florida.  Ms.  Nathan  was  an  early  proponent 
of  family-centered  birth,  founding  the  Professional  Association 
Childbirth  Education  for  pregnant  women  and  their  families. 

A  resident  of  Jamaica  Plain,  Ms.  Nathan  maintains  strong  ties  to 
the  community  and  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Roxbury  Community  College  Foundation.  She  also  serves  on  the 
Allocations  Committee  of  United  Way  and  is  treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Central  Boston  Elder  Services.  Her  other 
memberships  include  the  Coalition  of  100  Black  Women-Boston 
Chapter,  the  National  Association  of  Investment  Clubs  and  the 
Black  Women's  Literary  Guild.
